A Let's clear up group, there are people who are with 
him, you wouldn't get anyone of them to call it a group right 


now. You' would be hard put because he doesn't want it known 


as that at this point because he finds it a bit dangerous. 
People do get a little hostile with him at times but there 
are people he talks to and teaches etc. 

Q I see, how about similar groups in the bay area. 
Are there any other groups of the Process or whatever you 
want to call them? 

A The Process itself likes to think of the motorcycle 
riders, The Hells Angels, you know, the one per cent'ers as 
part of it. They are just as far as I know the, Process « 
Within the Process is the family. They use names like mother, 
father, sister and brother. That is their titles instead of 
saying miss or mister they say sister so ana so, or brother 
so and so, or father. 

Q Well, what area would this encompas up there? 

A Well, you would have to go from San Jose to Berkeley 
You would find it all within that area. 


Q Are there specific advocates of the Process in that 


area that have followers or? 


A There are a few, I don't know any last names any 


more, it has been a while. 


Q What about within the college system or educational 


system as far as officials or leaders, are there. any professor 


or teachers that are affiliated with the Process or have that 


philosophy if you know? 


A Let's see, I don't know where Harry Edwards is he 


was at San Jose. Do you know Harry Edwards the Negro coach? 


No, he is a Negro sociology professor at San Jose. He was 


in the leather shop quite a few times and Victor proffered the 


philosophy in Harry Edwards. He went along with it and offere 


a few of his own sort of, they kind of agreed that this is 


where their at and this is what their working for an end. 


That is all bad. 

Q Would you say the Process is prevelent at Berkeley 
for instance? 

A I don't know. I know that is where this Christopher 
fellow, his first name I don't remember.

A For punishment, I don't like retaliation. 


Q Openly or secretly? 


A Secretly. Death to let the being, the soul go to 


punishment. 


Q This would be punishment for members or for just 


anyone? 


A Anybody, you know, they want as many members as 


they can, members aren't done away with or even cast out, you 


go through punishments if your bad or something. 


Q What would punishment consist of within the organ- 


ization? 


A Depends what you do. 

Q Well, say you aid a severe wrong or give us an 
example. What particular acts could you be punished for if 
you were a Process member? 


A Oh, any sexual acts, mostly anything having to do 


with sex. In their minds it is such an abomination, that is 


their own word and a word their very fond of for so many 
things that you are punished for it; and whoever your leader, 
your top, your supervisor is your punished for that. 

What would the punishment consist of? 

There would be a flogging or two. 

Or a what? 

Two, two floggings, you know. 

With a eat-o-nine-tails? 

Something like that or a forceful fast, or some kini 
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of atonement to the Gods. I don't really know, I never got 
punished by Victor. 

Q Has anyone ever been seriously injured by punishment 
within the organization? eer 

A Except for the beatings itself inflicted or the 
other inflicted beatings I don't think so. 

Q In other words, it is not common to rub out a 
member or something? 

A No, it is not like the mafia. 

Q Okay, you mentioned they do advocate violence, and 
murder is not unheard of what would someone outside of the 
organization what would qualify them to be placed on this 
list, or to have their life taken? 

A I suppose just angering any member of the group or 
the group as a whole by whatever actions they might-—-offering 
a different, an opposite philosophy could be regarded as 
detrimental to the end of the game. Not giving them what 
they want at times, if they want something and you have means 
of giving it to them you say no I just don't want to do it 
that is a reason, you know. 

Q Well, is there a select group of people say for 
economic reasons, political reasons that would be placed on 
this list or-— 

A The scientologists are placed on this list. 
Scientology as a whole and higher-ups in scientology it 


could be a member of a government, a member of a police force. 
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It could be just a civilian person who just would get in the 


way. 
Q What I am getting at is would this,be because of 


solely what they are, or something that they have done? In 


other words, like take the panthers for example. „The panthers 


they would like to kill a policeman because he is a policeman. 


Would the Process feel this way? 

A They would like to kill a member of the rich 
establishment because he is a member of the rich establishment 
just to rid the world of that. They get in it this way their 
goals are shall we say opposite. 

Q I mean would this person have to commit some type 
of an act that would go against the grain of the Process? 

A No, just by being whatever they are. 

Q Okay, what type of people don't they like? 

A They don't like really anybody that they cannot 
indoctrinate. They are just totally against what they call 
the grey forces. The rich establishment or the Negroes. 

Q Why don't they like Negroes? 

A I don't know they just don't. 

Q They have a natural hate for the Negro? 

A They have a natural hate but they are also as a 
Whole they would like to use the Negro as a whole to begin 
Some type of militant thing. They like to be responsible, 
you know, their indoctrination is part of the game responsible

he Negro militancy whether--I know that they were talking 


to groups of Negroes, you know, inciting them. 


Would a Negro ever be a member of the Process?

Q What you read about the arrests made in the Tate and 
La Bianca ‘cases did you assume from what was written. in the 


papers that they were Process members? 


A I was pretty sure that they were affiliated in 


some way. 


Q Now did these little groups of the Process, what 
would you call them, a erences ors- 

A No, it would be a liason group, perhaps. I wouldn't 
know quite what to call them. 

Q Do you know anything about Process members in this 
area, in the Los Angeles area? 


A No, I don't except for a man named Lloyd who is a 


chef in a large hotel. That is not much to go on.

Now how about weapons? 

A, They all carry knives of sorts, called--they say 
they need them in what they do, you know, they kind of live 
close to the earth as they call it. They are deprived, they 
live on a very meger sustenance and the clothes aren't to 
keep them warm, it is to cover their bodies, you know, the 
barest minimum. The robes and, you know, they have to use 
the knife for anything, you know, for eating or something. 
Then they use it for that and it is whatever they have to use 
it for protection. 

Q How about guns? 

A I know Victor has quite a number of guns. 

Q What I am getting at is, in other words, do they 
stockpile guns? Do they store guns for any reason? 


A I don't know. I don't know. 
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Q How many members of the Process could you name 


by name in Goleta? 


A Well, recognized by the Process I would say just 
Victor, but Victor has his own, you know, group. 

Q In other words, in your time at San Jose the names 
of persons within the Process that maybe you were associated 
with or that you knew of-—- 

A JE only knew first names, I don't remember their 
last names. 

Q _Maybe we better go back a little bit. You told us 
on a prior occasion what happens to a member when they join 
the Process, maybe we ought to get that down. You mentioned 
that they give their worldly goods to the organization? 

A Money, you know, they give their stereos, you know, 


and their cars and all their things, material things, you 


know, whatever money they have and connections and, you know, 
whatever they are able to give and to do belongs to the 
Process. In other words, if your a lawyer then you do that 
thing and all your connections, you know, and anyway you can 
use it you use it. 

Q Are their any influencial people, or people of 
position in the Process that you know of? 

A Yes, there are several lawyers and doctors and 
architects, school teachers, an english actor or two. I don't 
know the names.

Q Do you think that Victor Wilde or Robert Moore would 
eventually--do you think they eventually plan to start a 


revolution or? 


A Well their kind of, it's not like, okay we're going 
to start a revolution January 3, 1973, it is not that type 
of thing. In other words, their working--it's like a snow 
ball type of thing. It's not one day it's auiet and one day 
it's revolution. It's that kind of a working force, you know, 


you slowely undermine things until it's all going, you know, 


you do all these little things just up tight everything. It's 


that type of a thing. 
Q But they are looking forward to the day that 


destruction of the earth? 
A Oh yes, that's their high point. — 


Q Do they proficise any time? 


A Oh, approximately twenty years at the latest. At 


the end of the century. 
Q Who is going to be left when all of this is over? 


A Nobody. 
Q How about the Process itself, will it still be here?

make known that this has to be done to the right party and 
a sum of money is reguired, or some other type of thing is 


required, you know, like a barganing of sorts. Then it's done

A Oh he is a member of the forestry, and he is a 
member of the four wheel drive club, and Santa Barbara is 
that kind of town everybody in those kind of positions kind 
of works together, you know. Well I know that if Frank wants 
to find anybody in Santa Barbara he takes rather obsessive 
interest in the young hippie girls and at one point he was 
trying to find this one and he set the police department on 
her and found her in a few hours where as none of us could 
find her, you know. ; 

Q In other words, he has an in with the police 
department in San Jose? 

A Yes, and Victor. finds that very charming. 

Q Well by this do you mean you could obtain criminal 


records on a person?
